Government loans would be made 


only if the market price approach- 
ed or fell below parity. 


Loans on Crops 


If it -went below, farmers could 


turn over part of their crops to 
the commodity credit corporation 
and receive a loan. They also would 
receive a parity payment repre- 
senting the difference between the 
loan and the parity price.

Practice of Medicine. Osier, 1905. 
Cheyne's advice to which Dr. Osier 
refers, was given in essay on health 
and long life written in first years 
of the seventeenth century by a 
man who at thirty, thru excessive 
eating and dririking. had brought 
his weight up to 448 pounds and 
had become very short breathed, 
letargic and listless. Then Cheyne 
began to follow a kind of regenera- 
tive regimen, a diet of milk and 
vegetables, systematic exercise, and 
reduced his weight to 130 pounds. 
He recovered considerable of his 
lost vite, lived to the age (hoary 
for those days) of 72 years, and left 
his famous essay, in which he said: 


•'Every- wise man. after 
fifty, 


ought to begin lo lessen at least 
the quantity of his ailment and if 
he would continue free of great and 
dangerous distempers and preserve 
his senses and faculties clear to the 
last he ought every seven years go 
on abatcing gradually and sensibly, 
and at last descend out of life as he

Answer: The first and most seri-

A Little of Kentucky's Blue Grass. 


In' the grass family are plants 


which we might not at first think 
of counting as grass. These plants 
include wneat. corn, sugar cane, 
barley, bamboo, rice, hay. barley, 
rye and oats. 
The tallest of all 


plants called "grass" is bamboo. 
It often grows to a height of more 
than 60 feet, and sometimes up to 
120 feet. 


The seeds of some kinds of grass 


are of great value as food. Men 
plant them the world over, and at 
harvest time they reap millions of 
bushels 
of grain. From 
sugar 


cane, we obtain a great deal of 
our sugar supply. 


Among the other kinds of grass 


are 
these: 
spear-grass, 
vernal- 


grass, 
meadow 
foxtail, 
velvet 


grass, hair-grass, rattlesnake grass, 
yellow foxtail, northern dropseed, 
creek sedge, poverty grass, beard- 
grass, 
panic-grass, 
redtop 
and 


white-grass. 
One kind is called 


"chess" and is apt to be found in 
old grain fields and on waste land. 


The reeds we so often see grow- 


ing in marshes also belong to the 
grass 
family. 
Sometimes 
they 


reach a height of more than 10 
feet. 
Slowly but surely through 


the years they help to turn swamps 
into dry land. ' Their roots and 
dead stems form, a matting on 
which 
mud settles, 
and 
other 


plants grow in the mud. Bit by 
bit, this tends to raise the level 
of solid material, and in the course 
of time there may be no 
more 


marsh at a given place. 


Kentucky is famous for its "blue 


grass" and often is called the Blue 
Grass state. The city of Lexing- 
ton is near the center of the most 
famous blue gra— region. It has 
grown well there because of the 
rich soil which was formed when 
limestone rock were away. Texas 
blue grass is well known, and there 
is a great deal in southern parts 
of Canada. Canada blue grass has 
a deep blue-green color, with, more 
blue in it than is usual, in other 
kinds. It was imported from Eu- 
rope many years ago. and has prov- 
ed to be fine for pasture land.

Plant lice or aphids often appear 


on rose bushes during May. As soon 
as they arc noticed, the

each gallon of water.

Buying is in satisfactory volume 


and while in smaller volume than 
shipments the industry as a whole 
has sufficient business to maintain 
production at the present high rate 
through July, it is believed. As a re- 
sult of the better 
conditions it is 


possible to obtain fairly prompt de- 
livery on some products as space 
on rolling schedules develops. 


Apparently consumption of steel 


has suffered no diminution and the 
recession of buying is partially due 
to consumers reducing stocks ac- 
cumulated when higher prices for 
third quarter were feared. 
With 


consumption 
undiminished 
and 


stocks worked down renewed buy- 
ing must follow by midyear. 


Rate of Decline 


An indication of the rate of de- 


cline in current buying is found in 
the experience of one important 
producer whose bookings in the past 
three weeks have declined about 33 
per cent from a former rate well 
above capacity. 


Threat of labor trouble interrupt 


ing production of independent steel- 
makers last week caused consum- 
ers supplied by these companies to 
exert considerable pressure for im- 
mediate delivery of as much steel 
as possible. This caused conditions 
resembling those obtaining previous 
to announcement of third quarter 
prices, though in less degree.
